18. Aa a aystem of Short Hand, Phonogra* 
phy takes the first place ; its signs are dmpler 
and briefer than thoae of any other system, and 

ahorter than Taylor'a by at leaat two fiftht. For 
instance, in Taylor's system, the word "print"

•'sprinkled*' ia, by Taylor, written ""f-^^-^T^ in 

Phonography it ia ^s^c llie word "feret0,''by 



Taylor's mode, is ^..^-^^^ in Phonography e-\ 
The compariaon needs no comment i but it may 
be obaerved that there are no words written in 
a longer manner in thia ayatem, than in the other. 

19. Many other pointa, of equal interest, 
might be noticed ; but, let it suffice to say, the 
system haxmonizea in all ita ^arta ; and, how* 
ever viewed, preaenta aimjilicity aa iu beauty, 
and commends itself to notice by its adaptation 
to our wanta. 

fO. Particular attention ia called to the general 
trutha exhibited in this introduction ; for,beyond 
them, there is scarcely anj difficulty. Indeed, 
ao reduced is every portion of the system to 
certain and easily understood principles, thatlthe 
perception of one part almost necessarily leada 
to the attainment of the rest.
